them. Angstrom made the first specific 
analysis of the auroral spectra. (2) There 
is no settled opinion among so called sci- 
entific men as to the nature or the cause 
of the aurorse; some claim that they are 
electrical displays, others that they are the 
result of metallic or meteoric dust coming 
in contact with atmosphere outside a con- 
vex globe, and rendered luminous by fric- 
tion. The altitudes of the aurora increase 
the mystery in the minds of astronomers. 
They are calculated to be from 200 to 1,000 
miles altitude, admittedly within the at- 
mosphere, This is in accordance with the 
demonstrations of Koreshan Science that 
the atmosphere is 1,000 miles in depth.

A production of so called liberal thought, 
directed against the modern Christian in- 
terpretation of the Bible and misconcep- 
tion of the character of God.
